No person shall own, keep or harbor or have 
control over any dog in the town or obtain a 
license from the Town Clerk for any dog over 
the age of three months unless such animal 
shall have been vaccinated within twenty- 
four months of the first day of April next prior 
thereto with anti-rabies vaccine approved by 
Department of Public Health. 
Any owner or keeper of a dog not being a 
resident of the Town but remaining in the 
Town and keeping a dog within the Town for 
a period of more than thirty days shall 
become subject to the provisions of this 
section. 

(b) Restrictions: 
No person shall own or keep in the Town of 
Billerica outside of the confines of the 
owner's or keeper's property, any dog which is 
not held firmly on a leash. 
In any prosecution hereunder the presence of 
such dog at large, loose or unattended upon 
premises other than the premises of the owner 
or keeper of such dog, shall be prima facie 
evidence that such knowledge and permission 
was not had. 
Any dog found to be at large in violation of 
this section shall be caught and confined by 
the Dog Officer, who shall notify forthwith 
the licensed owner or keeper of such dog in 
writing giving the owner or keeper a period of 
ten days within which to recover the dog. If 
the owner does not claim him during such 
period the dog shall be disposed of in a 
manner to be determined by the Dog Officer. 
If the owner thereof claims such dog and pays 
the officer having custody of such dog the 
sum of five dollars plus one dollar and fifty 
cents for each day the dog has been held, the 
dog shall be returned to the owner. 

(c) Nuisances: 
No owner or keeper of a dog shall permit such 
dog whether licensed or unlicensed, to 
become a public nuisance, or deemed to be a 
nuisance, within the context of this section 
whether licensed or unlicensed shall be 
impounded. 

(d) Definition of terms: 
The following definitions, unless otherwise 
defined, shall serve for the purpose of this 
section: 
DOG: All animals of canine species, both 

male and female.

OWNER: Any person or persons, firm, 
association or corporation own- 
ing, keeping or harboring a dog as 
defined herein. 


PUBLIC NUISANCE: Any dog. shall be 
deemed a public nuisance when 
attacking persons or domestic 
animals or while such dog, is on a 
public school grounds or if it shall 
persistently chase moving vehic- 
les; if it shall persistently and 
prolongedly bark or howl between 
the hours of 10:00 P.M. and 7:00 
A.M. for more than two consecu- 
tive days. Each twenty-four hour 
period thereafter shall constitute a 

’ separate violation. Further, any 
unspayed female dog in season, 
shall be deemed a public nuisance 
when not confined indoors by the 
owner thereof, or housed in a 
veterinary hospital or registered 
kennel. 

Impounding: 
It shall be the duty of the Dog Officer to 
apprehend any dog found to be a public 
nuisance and to impound such dog in a 
suitable place or to order the owner thereof 
to restrain such dog. 
If such dog so impounded has upon it the 
name or address of the owner thereof, or if 
the name of the owner is otherwise known, 
then the Dog Officer shall immediately notify 
the owner, and if the owner is not known then 
no notice be necessary. The owner of any dog 
sO impounded may reclaim such dog as 
provided aforesaid. 

Disposition of Funds: 

The sums collected pursuant to the provisions 

of this section shall be accounted for and paid 

over to the Town Treasurer. 

Disposition of Unclaimed Dogs: 

Any dog which has been impounded and has 

not been redeemed by the owner within ten 

days shall be disposed of as provided by 

Chapter 140 of the General Laws of the 

Commonwealth and any amendment thereto.

June 10th is established as the deadline date

ARTICLE 79. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
the following as the Sign By-Law for the Town of 
Billerica: 


SIGNS 


A. Definitions 

1. SIGN shall include any letter, work, symbol, 
drawing, picture, design, device article and object 
that advertises, calls attention to or indicates any 
premises, person or activity, whatever the nature of 
the material and manner of composition or 
construction when the same is placed out of doors or 
in position to be in view of the general public. 

2. DISPLAY SURFACE is the area made available 
by the sign structure for the purpose of displaying the 
advertising message. 

3. SIGN STRUCTURE means the supports, up- 
rights, braces and framework of the sign. 

4. ERECTED shall; include the words attached, 
built, constructed, painted, reconstructed, altered, 
enlarged and moved. 

5. PROJECTION means the distance by which a 
sign including its structure, extends over public 
property or beyond the building wall. 

6. BOARD OF APPEALS shall be the Board by that 
name establishing or operating in the Town of 
Billerica under the Zoning Enabling Act, or any 
amendment or addition thereto. 

7. BUILDING INSPECTORS refers to the Building 
Inspector appointed under the provisions of the 
present or prior Building By-Law of the Town of 
Billerica as now or hereafter in force and effect. 

8. STREET is any public way or private way over 
which the public is allowed to travel. 

9. PARKING AREA is a public or private parking 
agea that is open to the parking of motor vehicles. 

10. TEMPORARY SIGN shall be any sign construct- 
ed of wood, paper or cloth that conveys a specific 
message and shall be removed immediately after said 
purpose is served. 


B. Permits Required 


1. No sign shall hereafter be erected, re-erected, 
constructed, altered or maintained, except as 
provided by this code, and after a permit has been 
issued by the Building Inspector. 

2. Application for a sign permit shall be made in 
writing upon forms furnished by the Building 
Inspector. Such application shall contain the 
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location by street and number of the proposed signs 
as well as the name and address of the owner and the 
sign contractor or erector. The Building Inspector 
may require the filing of plans or other pertinent 
information, such as the method of construction, the 
method of installation or support, etc. 

3. A permit shall not be issued to any person, firm 
or corporation until a certification of insurance or a 
good and sufficient bond has been filed with, and 
approved by the Building Inspector. 

4. A sign permit fee shall be paid to the Town of 
Billerica and collected by the Building Inspector for 
each permit in accordance with a _ schedule 
established by the Board of Selectmen. 

5. All signs erected underthis By-Law shall be 
erected in the exact location described in the permit. 
the permit number shall be clearly visible on the 
signs. 

6. No permit shall be required to change the 
advertising copy or message on a changeable letter; 
re-painting, cleaning, repair or maintenance shall not 
be considered an erection or alteration which 
requires a permit unless a structural change is made. 

7. No permit or bond is required for signs in a 
residential zone. 


C. Signs Permitted 

1. Residential Zones 

a) One sign for each dwelling unit, indicating only 
the name of the owner or occupant, the street 
number, and uses or occupations of the permitted 
thereon. Such sign may be either attached or 
free-standing but shall not exceed one square foot in 
area. 

b) Real estate signs advertising rental, lease or sale 
of the premises not to exceed fourteen inches in 
width or twenty-two inches in length — classed as 
temporary sign. 

c) A sign advertising the location of subdivisions 
under development may be erected in residence 
districts provided that it is placed on the subdivision 
owner's land and provided that it does not exceed 
sixteen square feet. Directional signs to a subdivision 
off the subdivision premises are forbidden in any 
Zoning District. 

d) No sign in a residential area shall be lighted 
excepting standard name plate lights affixed to the 
dwelling which light is a part of the same plate or sign 
for nighttime identification. 

2. Business Zones 

a) Signs as permitted in Residential Zones. 

b) Signs attached flat against the wall of a building 
advertising the name of the firm or goods or services 
available on the premises provided that the total area 
of all signs on any front of a building may not exceed 
25 percent of the area of the front of the building. No 


individual sigh shall exceed 150 square feet in area. 

c) Signs projecting from a building, advertising the 
name of a firm or goods or services available on the 
premises provided said sign does not in any part 
project over the property line. 

d) No sign is permissible in a business zone unless 
it meets all set back requirements as set forth in this 
Zoning By-Law. 

e) Roof signs are permitted provided the sign 
doesn’t extend four feet above the roof line or parape 
wall whichever is lower. 

f) So called free standing or pole signs will be 
permitted in a business zone but shall be limited to: 

1) 28 feet maximum height from ground 

2) 64 square feet per surface area per side 

3) Two sides per surface per sign 

4) One such sign per separate business establish- 
ment except where there are two or more business 
buildings or operations in the same shopping center 
or complex in which case this type of sign is 
prohibited. 


A shopping center, mall or complex of stores or 
businesses in one common area is allowed one free 
standing or pole type sign showing identification of 
the area only. This sign is limited to: 

1) 28 feet maximum height 

2) 150 square feet per surface, and 

3) Two surfaces per sign 

g) No sign is to be erected separately or attached to 
a wall or roof area which exceeds in area 25% of the 
front will of the store or business structure. 

h) Temporary paper, cloth, canvas, plastic or 
cardboard window signs displayed outside or inside 
are limited to 25% of the window area. 

i) Each business is limited to one sign unless there 
is more than one direct public entrance to the store 
premises in which event an additional sign not to 
exceed 50% of the size of the primary sign will be 
allowed at each such entrance. 

j) Delivery entrances at the rear or side of a 
building may be marked by a flat sign not to exceed 
12” x 24” giving the owner’s or occupant’s name and 
words “delivery entrance” thereon. 

k) Gasoline stations and Garages: Gasoline filling 
stations and garages may, if they elect to do so, 
divided the one esterior sign affixed to the front wall 
of the building, to which they are entitled as 
hereinabove provided, into separate signs affixed to 
and parallel to such wall and indicating the separate 
operations or departments of the business, provided, 
however, that the total width of the separate sign 
shall not exceed the maximum width permitted under 
this By-Law for a single exterior sign on such wall. In 
addition, one pole sign, free standing or otherwise, 
indicating the company whose gasoline or motor 


vehicles are being sold, may be erected, of such 
type, in such location, and in such ‘manner as the 
Board of Appeals may permit. The standard type of 
gasoline pump bearing thereon in usual size and form 
the name or type of gasoline and the price thereof 
shall not be deemed to be in violation of this By-Law. 

1) No animated, revolving or flashing sign shall be 
permitted in any district. 

2) No illumination shall be permitted which casts 
glare onto any residential premises, or onto any 
portion of a way so as to create a traffic hazard. 

3) Jump clocks or “time and temperature” signs 
shall be exempt from these restrictions. 


3. Industrial zone 


Same as permited in all other Zones. 
For sale or lease signs to be limited to one sign not 
to exceed 32 Square feet in Industrial Zones. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS: 
A. Validity 

The invalidity of any section or provision of this 
By-Law shall not affect the validity of any other 
section or provision thereof. 
B. Enforcement 

Enforcement of this section of the By-Law shall be up 
to the Building Inspector and a person of entity 
aggrieved by any decision of the Building Inspector 
may appeal to the Board of Appeals. 


C. Penalty 

Violation of any portion of this section of the By-Law 
shall be punishable by a fine of not less than $10.00 or 
more than $100.00. 


D. Legal Signs 

Any sign legally erected pursuant to any prior provi- 
sion of the Billerica Zoning By-Law, at the time of the 
adoption of this By-Law shall be considered legal here- 
under.

8. STREET is any public way or private way over 
which the public is allowed to travel. 

9. PARKINGAREA is apublic or private parking area 
that is open to the parking of motor vehicles. 

10. TEMPORARY SIGN shall be any sign construct- 
ed of wood, paper or cloth that conveys a specific 
message and shall be removed immediately after said 
purpose is served. 


B. PERMITS REQUIRED 

1. No sign shall hereafter be erected, re-erected, 
constructed, altered or maintained, except as provided 
by this code, and after a permit has been issued by the 
Building Inspector. 

2. Application for a sign permit shall be made in 
writing upon forms furnished by the Building Inspect- 
or. Such application shall contain the location by street 
and number of the proposed signs as well as the name 
and address of the owner and the sign contractor or 
erector. The Building Inspector may require the filing 
of plans or other pertinent information, such as the 
method of construction, the method of installation or 
support, etc. 

3. Apermitshall not be issued to any person, firm or 
corporation until a certificate of insurance or a good 
and sufficient bond has been filed with, and approved 
by, the Building Inspector. 

4. A sign permit fee shall be paid to the Town of 
Billerica and collected by the Building Inspector for 
each permit in accordance with a schedule established 
by the Board of Selectmen. 

5. All signs erected under this By-Law shall be 
erected in the exact location described in the permit. 
The permit number shall be clearly visible on the signs. 

6. No permit shall be required to change the 
advertising copy or message on a changeable letter 
sign, re-painting, cleaning, repair or maintenance shall 
not be considered an erection or alteration which 
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requires a permit unless a structural change is made. 
7. No permit or bond is required for signs in a 
residential zone. 


C. SIGNS PERMITTED 

1. Residential Zones 

a) One sign for each dwelling unit, indicating only 
the name of the owner or occupant, the street number, 
and uses or occupations permitted thereon. Such sign 
may be either attached or free-standing but shall not 
exceed one square foot in area. 

b) Real estate signs advertising rental, lease, or sale 
of the premises not to exceed fourteen inches in width 
or twenty-two inches in length — classes as a 
temporary sign. 

c) A sign advertising the location of subdivisions 
under development may be erected in residence dis- 
tricts provided that it does not exceed sixteen square 
feet. Directional signs to a subdivision off the subdivi- 
sion premises are forbidden in any Zoning District. 

d) No sign in a residential area shall be lighted 
excepting standard name plate lights affixed to the 
dwelling which light is a part of the same plate or sign 
for nighttime identification. 

2. Business Zones

available on the premises provided that the total area of 
all signs on any front of a building may not exceed 25 
percent of the area of the front of the building.

c) Signs projecting from a building, advertising the 
name of a firm or goods or services available on the 
premises provided said sign does not in any part project 
over the property line. 

d) Nosign is permissible in a business zone unless it 
meets all set back requirements as set forth in this 
Zoning By-Law. 

e) Roof signs are permitted provided the sign 
doesn’t extend four feet above the roof line or parapet 
wall whichever is lower. 

f) So called free-standing or pole signs will be 
permitted in a business zone but shall be limited to: 

1) 28 feet maximum height from ground 

2) 64 square feet per surface area per side 

3) two sides per surface per sign 

4) One such sign per separate business establish- 

mentexcept where there are two or more business 
buildings or operations in the same shopping 
center or complex in which case this type of sign is 
prohibited. Ashopping center, mall or complex of 
stores or businesses in one common area is allow- 
ed one free standing or pole type sign showing 
identification of the area only. This sign is limited 
to: 


a. 28 feet maximum height 
b. 150 square feet per surface, and 
c. two surfaces per sign 

g) Nosignistobeerected separately or attached toa 
wall or roof area which exceeds in area 25% of the front 
wall of the store or business structure. 

h) Temporary paper, cloth, canvas, plastic or card- 
board window signs displayed outside or inside are 
limited to 25% of the window area. 

i) Each business is limited to one sign unless there is 
more than one direct public entrance to the store 
premises in which event an additional sign not to 
exceed 50% of the size of the primary sign will be 
allowed at such entrance. 

j) Delivery entrances at the rear or side of a building 
may be marked by a flat sign not to exceed 12” x 24” 
giving the owner’s or occupant’s name and words 
“delivery entrance” thereon. 

k) Gasoline Stations and Garages: Gasoline filling 
stations and garages may, if they elect to do so, divide 
the one exterior sign affixed to the front wall of the 
building to which they are entitled as hereinabove 
provided, into separate signs affixed to and parallel to 
such wall and indicating the separate operations or 
departments of the business, provided, however, that 
the total width of the separate sign shall not exceed the 
maximum width permitted under this By-Law for a 
single exterior sign on such wall. In addition, one pole 
sign, free-standing or otherwise, indicating the comp- 
any whose gasoline or motor vehicles are being sold, 
may be erected, of such type, in such location, and in 
such manner as the Board of Appeals may permit. The 
standard type of gasoline pump bearing thereon in 
usual size and form the name or type of gasolineand the 
price thereof shall not be deemed to be in violation of 
this By-Law.

3. Special Provision 

An amount equal to the MINIMUM payment allow- 
able under Social Security may be deducted from the 
gross annual income of people applying for property 
Tax Exemption.

Section 1. This By-Law controls the laying out, 
widening, altering or discontinuing of all streets and 
roadways inthe Town of Billerica, except those that are 
under the jurisdiction of Middlesex County and/or the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Section 2. All streets and roadways developed 
under the control of the Planning Board, will meet the 
design and construction standards specified in the 
approved Rules and Regulations Governing the Subdi- 
vision of Land in Billerica, Mass., before they are 
submitted to Town Meeting for acceptance. Con- 
current with their request for acceptance, the Planning 
Board will provide a complete and current record plan 
and profile to the Board of Selectmen, having pre- 
viously been signed and approved by the Public Works 
Administrator, Town Engineer and the Planning Board 
Engineer, for majority approval and signature. After 
approval, by the Board of Selectmen, the record plan 
and profile will be date and time filed with the Town 
Clerk. Upon acceptance at Town Meeting the record 
plan and profile will be transferred to the Engineering 
Section of the Public Works Department to be retained 
as a permanent record. If the street/roadway is not 


accepted, at Town Meeting, the plan and profile will be 
returned to the petitioner. 

Section 3. All proposed changes as defined in 
Section 1 to existing town accepted streets/roadways 
will be submitted by petition to the Board of 
Selectmen. Attached to the petition will be a plan and 
profile, prepared by a Registered Professional 
Engineer, signed and approved by the Town Engineer 
and the Public Works Administrator. A layout plan 
ONLY will be required to discontinue a street/road- 
way. After majority approval and signature of the plan 
and/or profile, by the Board of Selectmen, it will be 
date and time filed with the Town Clerk. Upon accept- 
ance at Town Meeting the plan and/or profile will be 
transferred to the Engineering Section of the Public 
Works Department to be retained as a permanent 
record. If it is not accepted at Town Meeting the plan 
and/or profile will be returned to the petitioner. 

Section 4. All streets/roadways within the town 
bounds which have never been accepted by the Town, 
may be submitted to the Board of Selectmen for 
acceptance by the Town Meeting. A petition signed by 
at least ten (10) registered voters will be submitted to 
the Board of Selectmen. Each petition will be 
accompanied by an agreement signed by all property 
owners who claim no damages or will release their 
damages anda listingofthe names of all other property 
owners who decline to release and the damages 
claimed by them. Accompanying this petition will be 
plan and profile, which has been prepared by a Reg- 
istered Professional Engineer, of said street/roadway. 
The plan and profile will comply with standards pro- 
mulgated by the Public Works Administrator and 
approved by the Board of Selectmen. The petition 
along with the plan and profile will be approved by a 
majority of the Board of Selectmen and placed on file 
with the Town Clerk, who will attest the date it was 
filed. After the street/roadway has been accepted at 
Town Meeting the plan and profile will be retained in 
the Engineering Section of the Public Works Depart- 
ment as a permanent record. If the street/roadway is 
not accepted, at Town Meeting, the plan and profile 
will be returned to the petitioner.

IMMEDIATE ACTION PROGRAM 


|. Installation of Records 


A. Daily Cash Book 

Such a permanent bound book would be 
used to record daily all receipts and Town 
Treasury Warrants. 

B. Daily Bank Balance Book: 

This book would be used to record all 
bank transactions on a daily basis. There 
would be a space for each bank account, 
and a listing of the balances at the beginning 
of the current month. The book would be set 
up with thirty-one columns and each day’s 
transactions would be recorded. The bal- 
ance of the current day would be brought 
forward to the next day. At the end of the 
month, the balances of the accounts will be 
carried forward to the next month. This book 
would supply among other information, the 
amount of funds that the Treasurer would 
have available for investment purposes. 
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C. Other Miscellaneous Books and Records: 
The Treasurer should at all times impro- 
vise records which, while not mandatory, 
would be helpful in attaining conclusions 
which might be necessary to answer 
questions concerning Town finances. 
The following are examples of such books: 


1. Memo book for Daily Accountability 
2. Records of Temporary and Long Term 
Investments 

3. Records of Notes - Temporary - and 
Long Term Borrowings (Debt-Interest). 


Il. Specific Procedures and Recommendations 
A. Eliminate immediately any interception of 
checks from the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts by any bank. 
B. Opening of the following Bank Accounts: 

1. A bank account the functions of 

which would be: 
a) All daily receipts would be 
deposited intact. 
b) Transfers of funds to all other Bank 
Accounts such as payroll and 
weekly and monthly payments of 
bills. 

2. A seperate bank account for all other 
payrolls as is being done for Teach- 
ers. When the total of the payroll 
warrant is known, the funds should 
be transferred from the regular ac- 
count referred to in “1-A” above, to 
this account. When the Payroll War- 
rant is charged off, it is charged off 
against the Payroll Bank Account. 
The normal balance in the Daily Bank 
Balance Book is O for this payroll 
account. 

3. A separate Bank Account to be used 
to pay all regular bills of the Town. 
Whenever a Town Treasury Warrant 
is prepared and submitted to the 
Treasurer for payment of bills a check 
should be drawn in the amount of the 
total warrant from regular account 
(1-A above) and deposited to this 
account. When the checks are drawn 
and proved as to the individual pay- 
ments, the total warrant should be 
charged off against this account. The 
normal balance in the Daily Bank 
Balance Book for this account is 0. 

ee Preparation of Treasurer’s Monthly Report 
to the Town Accountant could be simplified 
if receipts from the different sources during 
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the month were combined into one figure. 
The time saving would be significant. 

D. Rotation of Personnel in the Treasurer’s 
office in the future would bring about a 
better understanding of the duties and 
functions of the office to each of the 
employees and make for a more efficient 
operation.

NMAC ANNUAL REPORT FOR INCLUSION 
IN 1976 BILLERICA TOWN REPORT 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission (NMAC) 
is the agency conducting comprehensive regional 
planning created by the communities in Northern 
Middlesex County (Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, 
Dunstable, Lowell, Pepperell, Tewksbury, Tyngsbo- 
rough and Westford). Each member community is 
represented by a selectman (in Lowell’s case, a city 
councillor), a planning board member and an 
alternate named by the selectmen (Lowell’s alternate 
commissioner is designated by the City Manager). 

The NMAC commissioners provide local represen- 
tation and as a group provide policy leadership and 
guidance to the NMAC staff, which is composed of 
professional planners and technicians. The Commis- 
sion meets at its offices (usually monthly) located at 
144 Merrimack Street, Lowell (phone 454-8021). The 
Commission’s meetings are open to the public. 

A summary account of the major areas in which 
NMAC has been involved in the past year and some 
of the more significant accomplishments are as 
follows: 


HOUSING 


One of the more significant efforts engaged in the 


housing field by NMAC staff during 1976 was the 
preparation of Housing Assistance Plans for the area’s 
communities. These involved the assessment of 
housing conditions, needs of elderly and lower-in- 
come families, community goals to meet those needs 
and prospective project locations. Such plans are a 
precondition to receiving community development 
block grants. 

Other areas of significant activity in the housing 
field in the past year included assistance to local 
housing authorities in their applications for housing 
assistance, a determination of the median price for 
purchase or rental of housing units in the region and 
the conducting of a housing survey of the area’s 
Spanish-speaking population. NMAC staff also 
completed a U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) comprehensive questionnaire 
on NMAC’s Housing Element, made up of housing 
activities which this agency must carry on for 
continued funding of our comprehensive planning 
effort. Activities relating indirectly to housing by 
improving living environments included the staff’s 
assistance in the preparation of applications for 
community development block grants. The region 
was awarded last year a total of $214,000, $59,000 in 
excess of the $155,000 originally earmarked for the 
area. Billerica received $10,000 in block grant funds 
for the demolition of dilapidated dwelling units. Yet 
another activity was the preparation of population 
forecasts for area communities. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


Passage by Congress of the Public Works 
Employment Act of 1976 provided an opportunity for 
all area towns to apply for funds to build needed 
public facilities. NMAC provided extensive assist- 
ance in preparing applications for these funds, 
completing environmental assessments, supplying 
unemployment data and preparing background 
information for distribution to each town on the Act 
itself. While no project in the area was funded by the 
original round of funding under the Act, it is 
generally expected that with an additional allocation 
likely to be authorized by Congress this year, there 
will be federal money forthcoming for some area 
projects during the coming year. 

In 1976 the Commission completed an Overall 
Economic Development Plan for the Northern 
Middlesex Area. Through the Overall Economic 
Development Committee, NMAC is moving forward 
in its attempts to establish a regional business 
information center to service small business in the 
region. Finally, NMAC hopes to secure official 
designation as an Economic Development District in 
the near future. Such a designation would hopefully 


put the region in an advantageous position for 
receiving federal assistance for economic develop- 
ment projects. 


GROWTH POLICY 


Implementation of the Massachusetts Growth 
Policy Development Act process (Chapter 807) was 
initiated in the Northern Middlesex area during 1976. 
NMAC has been actively involved in this process in a 
variety of ways since its inception. The Commission 
reviewed and commented upon the original 
legislation and the draft questionnaire and supplied 
technical assistance to local communities during the 
formation and deliberations of the Local Growth 
Policy Committees. NMAC then reviewed the Local 
Statements as they were completed and prepared a 
Regional Growth Policy Report. The Regional Report 
summarizes the Local Statements, analyzes the 
cumulative effect of each community’s policies 
concerning growth and development, suggests an 
overall set of growth policies for the region and 
comments on past, present and future State 
development-related policies. The Regional Report 
was endorsed by NMAC in November, 1976 and sent 
to the Massachusetts Office of State Planning as 
required by the Act. 

The Commission hopes that the goals and policies 
suggested in both the Local and Regional Reports will 
be the basis for continuing discussion within the 
region and will lead to more effective growth and 
development-related decision making by all levels of 
government. NMAC during the next year plans to be 
involved with the local communities in carefully 
reviewing the State Growth Policy Report to insure 
that optimal consideration is given to the welfare of 
all the residents of the Northern Middlesex Area. 


HISTORIC PRESERVATION 


In 1976 the Commission was chosen by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission to be the 
recipient of a grant to conduct a regional historical 
inventory. Ably assisted by the Historical Commis- 
sions from each town, NMAC has inventoried a total 
of 600-750 structures, with plans to include 300 of 
those inventories in its final report. For the first time, 
sites and structures that have a regional significance 
have been inventoried and extensive information and 
histories on each structure gathered. In addition to 
this inventory the Commission has _ provided 
assistance to member towns in identifying sources of 
funds for preservation activities and has assisted 
Pepperell in establishing its Historical Commission. 
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WATER QUALITY 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission has 
been designated as the planning agency responsible 
for a wastewater management study for the Lowell 
metropolitan area under section 208 of the 1972 
Water Pollution Control Act Amendments. Under 
this program, areas of urban industrial concentra- 
tions with existing or anticipated water quality 
problems qualify for 100% - funded grants from the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

NMAC has been actively engaged in the 
preparation of a plan for the region dealing with 
water quality and wastewater treatment. This is the 
first time that a study of all types of water quality 
problems have been addressed comprehensively 
within the Northern Middlesex region. These water 
quality problems range from direct sources of 
pollution such as outfalls from sewers, treatment 
plants and storm drains, to indirect sources that 
eventually find their way into surface and 
groundwaters such as agricultural runoff, seepage 
from septic tanks and landfills, road salting, etc. 

NMAC staff and its consultants are in the process 
of completing the first phase of the study which 
defines the scope of these problems by inventorying 
and sampling the region’s pollution sources and its 
land use configurations, and by projecting future 
pollution loadings. The second phase will detail 
strategies for abating and controlling both direct and 
indirect sources through a variety of methods, from 
treatment plants to more effective land use planning. 
These alternatives will then be analyzed to determine 
the most cost-effective and efficient methods of 
attaining and maintaining clean ground and surface 
waters in the Northern Middlesex area. During 1976, 
NMAC, staff aided in the preparation of the Nutting 
Lake restoration application. Sampling of water 
quality of the Concord River was also performed. 


ENERGY CONSERVATION 


Working with the towns of Pepperell, Dunstable 
and Tyngsborough, NMAC took part in a pilot Energy 
Conservation project funded by the Massachusetts 
Department of Community Affairs. The goal of this 
project was to reduce energy use and to develop 
energy conservation standards for municipally-own- 
ed buildings surveyed to determine all energy-con- 
serving changes that should be made in operations 
and also any capital investments that would reduce 
energy use. Energy savings from this program were 
estimated to be between 30% and 40% of total 
energy use. NMAC looks forward to working with 
other area communities in establishing this program 
and reducing their energy costs and energy use. 
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TRANSPORTATION 


In the region’s transportation planning effort over 
the past year there were a number of notable 
accomplishments. Perhaps the most. significant 
achievement was the completion of the draft Transit 
Development Program (TDP), which sorts out the 
various transit alternatives that are available to both 
those communities already served by some form of 
transit and also those towns which might choose to 
contract for transit services in the future. Completion 
of the TDP is a precondition to the Lowell Regional 
Transit Authority's becoming eligible for federal 
assistance for capital improvements, such as the 
purchase of new buses, shelters, route signs and the 
like, and also for operating assistance. 

In a related effort, NMAC staff completed a study 
documenting the transportation needs of the area’s 
elderly and handicapped population. Possible 
solutions that would meet those needs were also 
outlined. 

The region’s annual Transportation Improvement 
Program (TIP) was drawn up after consultation with 
local officials. The TIP documents the region’s 
present and anticipated transportation needs. The 
“annual element” of the TIP describes those highest 
priority transportation improvements (i.e. such 
diverse projects as _ intersection  signalizations, 
highway improvements and purchase of transit 
equipment) eligible for federal and state financial 
assistance during the upcoming fiscal year. 

Other planning efforts included the continuation 
of work on the region’s Comprehensive Transporta- 
tion Study which involved continued consultation 
with the region’s Transportation Advisory Group 
composed of interested area officials and citizens; 
the continuation of planning assistance under 
contract with the Lowell Regional Transit Authority; 
and the lending of technical assistance to local 
communities with respect to needed highway 
improvements. In 1976 NMAC transportation staff 
began a corridor planning study examining the major 
traffic problem in Billerica Center. In addition, a 
train station survey was conducted to determine the 
commuter rail patronage level at both the North 
Billerica and Lowell train stations. 


A-95 CLEARINGHOUSE 


NMAC continued in 1976 to serve as the region’s 
A-95 clearinghouse. As such, all proposed federally- 
assisted projects were submitted during the 
application process to NMAC for review and 
comment. During the review process, special 
emphasis was placed on how these proposed projects 
would impact regional plans and goals. In addition, 


NMAC invited interested parties to comment on each 
proposal so as to further strengthen the requests for 
the federal assistance. 

The total amount of federal funding requested for 
projects submitted to NMAC for A-95 review was 
$127 ,000,000. 


SOLID WASTE 


The Commission continued its efforts to find an 
environmentally sound and cost efficient long-range 
solution to solid waste problems in the area. In 
addition to maintaining an up-to-date data base, the 
Commission assisted both the North East Solid Waste 
Committee, the State Bureau of Solid Waste and 
other interested sponsors in evaluating sites for a 
disposal plant and transfer facilities, and technolo- 
gies. Two conferences were held for local officials 
where the North East Solid Waste Committee’s 
program and that of the City of Lowell were aired. 


BUDGET 

Fiscal 1976 expenditures totalled $385,875, of 
which $292,122 went to staff and office costs and 
$93,753 for transportation and water quality 
consultants. To pay these costs, member communi- 
ties were assessed $60,000 (Billerica was assessed for 
$8,652 in 1976). The balance was paid under 
contracts with the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, the U.S. Federal Highway 
Administration (FHWA) via the Mass. Department of 
Public Works (DPW), Council on Aging Bus, Inc. 
(CAB), Lowell Regional Transit Authority (LRTA), the 
Urban Mass Transportation Administration (UMTA), 
and the Lowell City Development Authority (CDA). A 
graphic analysis of the sources for funding on a 
percentage basis is as follows:

PROSPECTS 


The Commission expects to make substantial 
advances for areawide planning in the coming year. 

The two year water quality project will result in 
plans and programs for facilities and policies to 
implement nation water quality standards in the 
area. A comprehensive transportation plan will be 
proposed for adoption. An areawide housing 
opportunity plan will be advanced for local 
concurrence. These efforts, coupled with the 
statewide growth policy report should provide a firm 
sense of direction for the region.

REPORT OF BENNETT 
PUBLIC LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Billerica, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

The year 1976 has been a year of “treading water” 
for the Bennett Public Library. Although our circula- 
tion has increased dramatically over the past five 
years, we have reached the levelling off point. Our 
physical plant stifles any further growth. Every 
available inch of space at the library is put to use; the 


shelves are jam-packed with books and resource 
material. Vital space, needed to process books, 
records, and films, is nonexistent. It is a physical 
impossibility to increase efficiency in handling the 
volume of materials being circulated throughout 
Billerica. 

This being the stark reality, the Library Board of 
Directors asked the Town Meeting for about $10,000 
to renovate the cellar of the 95-year-old Bennett. The 
plan (deemed feasible by engineers and the building 
inspector) was to increase work space for the staff. 
The money request was denied. At present, the Board 
plans to fund the’Cellar Project” with the Library 
Stabilization Fund. This account of just over $14,000 
was established in 1968 for emergency use. Included 
in the renovation plans are massive restoration and 
maintenance. It is hoped that the money spent to this 
end will be matched by a National Park Service 
Preservation Grant, administered by the Mass. 
Historical Commission. 

After the 1976 Town Meeting cut our projected 
budget from $133,000 to $108,500, the Board of 
Directors considered the possibility of closing the 
library on Sundays. However, the state aid of nearly 
$12,000 is contingent on being open 63 hours a week. 
Another source of funding was sought. The Board 
voted to spend the accumulated interest from several 
trust funds for operating expenses. This way we will 
be able to maintain services throughout 1977. 

On the lighter side, the library has made many 
friends in the past year. Films, stories for pre- 
schoolers, and summer museum trips continue to be 
offered to the children of Billerica. Bebo, the Book- 
mobile, services people who may not be able to get 
to the Center. It stops at kindergartens and nursing 
homes. It even appeared at the Bicentennial parade, 
proudly painted in the stars and stripes. A group of 
volunteers had a grand time working on that paint 
job! 

The newly organized Friends of the Library gave a 
swinging Bubbles and Books membership get-togeth- 
er in February. They also sponsored a successful book 
sale in September. 

The introduction of a four-week borrowing period 
has proved a convenience to library patrons. It has 
also been a time/money saver for the staff. Current 
Best Sellers and certain reference works are not 
included in this lenient policy. We hope to continue 
this service, and also the present elimination of fines 
for over-due books. 

Anyone having questions about the Bennett or the 
services offered can look in our new informative 
brochure “We've Got the Answers.” Created by Paul 
St. Germain of the Board, it is available at the 
circulation desk.

LIBRARY BUILDING COMMITTEE

As you know the current library was built in 1884 to 
provide library services for a population of a few 
thousand people, and although the librarian and her 
staff do an outstanding job providing public library 
services with the original building, it is inadequate 
with it’s 2,500 square feet to provide the physical 
space needed to support a population of 39,000 
people. This is the reason the committee was formed 
in 1969 with the goal of building a new library for the 
town. 

During this year the Library Building Committee, 
which has been holding it’s monthly meetings 
preparing and maintaining the plans for the new 
library saw it’s goal of a new library come closer to 
achievement than any time in it’s history. In the 
latter quarter of 1976, we prepared for the submittal 
by you gentlemen an application for funding of the 
new library under the Local Public Works Capital 
Development and Investment Program. This applica- 
tion was submitted successfully to the regional EDA 
office in Philadelphia within the thirty day turn 
around time required. We greatly appreciate your 
sponsorship of this application and acknowledge that 


it could only have been accomplished through team 
work and cooperation between the committee, 
volunteers outside the committee, the Executive 
Secretary's office and your board. In this time period 
we convened weekly meetings and consultation with 
the architect over the original plans and the details 
needed to meet the application requirements. A 
special thanks from this committee goes out to Town 
Meeting member George Weber, for his technical 
guidance and consultation in filling out the 
application. We feel confident that our application 
has an excellent chance of being funded for the 
building of the new library and we hopefully await 
the go ahead form the EDA office in Philadelphia.

REPORT OF THE 
RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Recreation Commission ran the usual 15 week 
winter program, in six school gymnasiums, during the 
past winter. This program runs from 9 A.M. to 3 P.M. 
every Saturday for school age children (6-16). The 
sessions are comprised of various games, such as: 
checkers, chess, volleyball, kickball, floor hockey, 
boxing, etc. 

In conjunction with the Saturday children’s 
program, the Commission also runs adult evening 
sessions. We have a Volleyball league, Basketball 
League, Tennis two evenings each week, a women’s 
recreation and slimnastics program. This year a new 
Square Dance program for Senior Citizens was 
initiated. This turned out to be very popular among 
the Senior Citizens who were interested in dancing 
and having a social evening with their friends. 

An 8 week summer program is conducted by the 
Commission. This is a daily, Monday through Friday 
program, from 9 A.M. to 3 P.M. This is a playground 
activity with 7 locations open and staffed to amuse 
the children. Each playground has a Senior, Junior 
and Midget Baseball team, for Boys and a Softball 
Team for Girls. These teams play each other on a 
home and home basis. Other games are available for 
children that are not interested in playing ball. We 


supply coloring books, checkers, playground balls, 
horse shoes, etc. 

Two Arts & Crafts instructors cover the 7 
playgrounds running a very successful program for 
the younger children. 

During the summer several special events are held 
for all the children. The Whalom Park Outing, The 
Outdoor Children’s Theatre and Fun-Fair Day, the 
swim meet, the track meet, the Red Sox Champion- 
ship Day for the winners of the Baseball and softball 
Leagues. Each playground also runs a Doll Show, 
Doll Carriage Parade, Bike Races, Pet Show and 
Track events. 

Evening recreation, during the summer, has 
Basketball, Soccer, Tennis, Baseball, Softball and a 
one day Open Golf Tournament — for Billerica 
Adults. 

A 15 week Baton Twirling program runs along with 
the winter program. These classes are held on 
Saturday mornings. 

Probably the most popular program is the Saturday 
Bowling for Boys and Girls. This is held at the Collins 
Bowladrome, starting at 8 A.M. and running until 4 
P.M. for 15 Saturdays. Because of the interest 
showed, by the children, we propose to increase the 
number of weeks to 23 this year. 

During the past year, a great deal of work was done 
at the Kennedy field. This area is large enough for 
three baseball diamonds. The area was graded and 
seeded and should be ready this spring. Two tennis 
courts were also constructed at this location. 

The Lampson Memorial football field has also been 
resurfaced and seeded. This field is in constant use 
for football, soccer and lacrosse and needed 
extensive repairs. This field should be in good shape 
by next September. 

The Kolrausch field is still not completed. Because 
of the early cold weather, seeding was out until 
spring. 

Again, Our thanks to the Park Department, Webb 
Brook Country Club and to George Gracie.

The Planning Board submits the following annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1976. 

Some new, but small, subdivisions have been 
submitted and approved by the Planning Board this 
year but most of our work has been with existing 
subdivisions. Subdivisions approved a few years back 
are now being developed, and many seem to be 
plagued with drainage problems. The Board, with the 
cooperation of the Town Engineer, has been working 
on solutions to these problems. 

There has been one industrial site plan submitted 
and approved this past year but development of this 
area has yet to begin. We feel sure that in the year of 
1977, we will see increased industrial development 
which will do much to broaden our tax base and 
provide great economic advantages to our Town. 

For the second time in two years, our application 
to the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment has been approved. The first being $25,000 for 
the reconstruction of the historical Shawsheen 
Aqueduct which, after many problems, will be under 
way this year. Last year’s application was approved 
for $10,000.00 to be used by the Building Department 
for demolitions. We will continue to solicit and 
submit projects and proposals for the various Town 
Boards in the coming year. 

Many thanks are extended to the Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission for the technical 
assistance they provided in applying for these funds. 

-Arthur Doyle served as Chairman for the Local 
Growth Policy Board which developed and submitted 
a report to the Office of State Planning. The 
concensus of this report was that the land within the 
Town be controlled as to use and development in a 
pattern that will produce the most wholesome and 
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satisfactory environment. There were many other 
good ideas derived from this committee for the 
betterment of the Town of Billerica, too many to 
include in this report. Because of the good job done 
by the Committee and meeting the deadline of July 
15, 1976, the Committee was able to obtain some 
funding from the State. Board member Francis 
Glavin, Jr. was also a member of this Committee. 

We welcome aboard our newest member, Francis 
Glavin, Jr., who was elected this year. Margaret 
Ahlin, who served five years on the Board, chose not 
to seek another term. The Board commends her for 
the years of public service she gave to the Town of 
Billerica. 

Ralph Bacon, Town Engineer, has worked hard for 
the Town during the past year and the Planning 
Board is appreciative of the outstanding assistance 
he has given. 

A special thanks goes to Shirley Schult, our clerk, 
who has done a good job as usual. 

This coming year, we will be seriously looking into 
the impact that the new Chapter 808 of the Zoning 
Enabling Act will have on the Town of Billerica. This 
is an important piece of legislation which mandates 
that the Town’s present zoning by-laws be updated to 
conform to this new chapter.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Growth Policy Committee submits the 
following annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1976. 

In December 1975, the Massachusetts General 
Court enacted Chapter 807, the Growth Policy Act, 
and Governor Dukakis signed the act into law. The 
General Court felt that the state’s planning process 
was not working properly. The Wetmore-McKinnon 
Commission was formed with the intent of 
attempting to find a mutually agreeable system to 
accomplish these goals. 

Before the Commission could design such an act, it 
decided that they must get inputs from the State’s 
351 Cities and Towns. Chapter 807, the Massachu- 
setts Growth Policy Development Act, is an attempt 
to foster a “bottom-up” approach to the design of a 
state policy mechanism for citizens and_ local 
officials from all cities and towns to express their 
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views on their own community’s growth and 
development in the past — present — and future. 

On the Billerica Growth Policy Committee, there 
are fifteen members. Chapter 807 stated that the 
Chairman of the Selectmen, Planning Board and 
Board of Health must be on the committee. The rest 
of the members were picked by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Right from the start, the Growth Policy Committee 
had problems financially. The State had no funding 
for Chapter 807. We had to go begging for funds. 
After two meetings with the Finance Committee, 
they decided not to fund Chapter 807. Then, after 
meeting with the Selectmen three times, the 
Selectmen decided to fund the Committee out of 
their expense account, and furnished us with a 
secretary from the CETA program. 

After eighteen meetings and two public hearings, 
the Growth Policy questionnaire was finished. We 
finished just in time for the July 15th deadline. 
Incidentally, we were the only Town in the region 
that submitted its report by the deadline date, and 
the only Town in the region that did not receive 
funding from their Finance Committee. 

The regional report was put together by N.M.A.C. 
and a meeting called on November 10, 1976 at the 
N.M.A.C. office in Lowell for all the regional Towns 
to go over their reports and submit any additional 
inputs we felt were necessary. 

In October 1976, the Growth Policy Committee 
applied for funding under the State Bicentennial 
Committee. We were notified in November that we 
were one of forty cities and towns picked throughout 
the State to receive funding for the Growth Policy 
Committee. 

Now, we are waiting for the State Planning Office 
to come out with their report. It will be interesting to 
see what they feel the region’s cities and towns 
greatest needs are for the future.

ANNUAL REPORT OF

During the year 1976, 24 regular meetings of the 
Conservation Commission were held, 16 Wetlands 
Protection Act Hearings and numerous special 
meetings and site inspections involving filings under 
the Wetlands Protection Act and projects of the 
Commission were held. On the State level, members 
of the Commission attended the two meetings of the 
Mass. Association of Conservation Commissions, and 
with officials of the Division of Waterways and the 
Environmental Protection Agency on restoration of 
Nutting Lake. Members also attended a seminar 
series On environmental protection, a seminar on 
lake management and a demonstration on forest 
management with the Agricultural Extension Service. 

The workload of the commission again increased 
during the 1976 year over previous years. Unlike 
1975, when most of the increase involved an increase 
in Wetlands permit applications, the increase in 1976 
was due to a general increase in all duties of the 
Commission. 

Acting under the provisions of the Wetlands 
Protection Act, the Commission held 16 Wetlands 
Hearings and issued 16 Orders of Conditions. This 
was less than the 29 hearings held in 1975, however, 
work increased due to the processing of projects 
already in effect. 22 “Extensions” of orders were 
granted, 10 “Certificates of Compliance” were issued 
and 11 formal “Determinations” of the applicability 
of the Wetlands Protection Act were made. The 
Commission during 1976 has been taking a more 
home rule stand on the enforcement of the Wetlands 
Protection Act over previous years. 

The Commission was very busy this year with many 
projects. Early in the year, work began on the 


development of a “Conservation and Open Space” 
plan for the Town. The plan is now complete and will 
be explained at a public meeting early in 1977. Public 
input was received for the development of the plan 
via a Conservation and Open Space Survey 
conducted during the year. Completion of this plan 
now qualifies the Town for Federal Land and Water 
Conservation Funds and State Self-Help Funds for 
Conservation and Open Space land acquisitions and 
projects. 

The acquisition of 12 acres of land in the Nutting 
Lake area, approved at the 1975 Annual Town 
Meeting has been completed and an application for 
50% reimbursement of the cost ($3750.00) of that 
property under the State Self-Help Program has been 
sent into the State. Under a Ford Foundation Grant 
received in 1974, the Commission had the property 
bounded and a plan made. Under the same grant, the 
Commission also bounded and had a. plan drawn of 
the Conservation Land on Edgehill Road. 

The top priority project of the Commission for 1976 
and probably for the next few years will be the 
project for restoration of Nutting Lake. In April of 
1976, at a meeting on Section 208 of the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act with the Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission, the Conservation 
Commission learned of funds available from the 
Environmental Protection Agency (E.P.A.) under 
Section 314 of Public Law 92-500 for lake restoration 
projects. Immediately the Commission began taking 
steps to apply for the funds. With a great deal of 
assistance the Northern Middlesex Area Commission, 
work by members of the Commission, town 
engineering department and support of many boards 
and persons in the town, the proposal was submitted 
to the E.P.A. in August. 

In September, the Commission received word from 
the E.P.A. that our project was not accepted, 
however, if certain changes were made our proposal 
could be resubmitted for approval. This was done 
and submitted and we are now awaiting the results of 
the proposal. We would like to thank the N.M.A.C. 
for the work they put into this project and to all other 
persons who worked on and supported the proposal. 

During the year the Commission helped to arrange 
two gifts of land to be donated to the Town in the 
near future for Conservation and_ recreation 
purposes. One is a 3.5 acre parcel off Manning Road 
which abutts the 12 acres purchased this year, and 
the other is approximately 7 acres in the Trotting 
Horse Park Sub-division which will include a 
recreation pond.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Historical Commission has met regularly on 
the first Wednesday of each month during 1976 and 
hereby reports its activities. 

Efforts to secure the Solomon Pollard Tavern for 
the town and to ensure its preservation have 
continued to be unsuccessful. A year ago, it seemed 
likely that this historic landmark would be deeded to 
the Town as a gift. The property has since become 
the subject of litigation within the Town and, at 
present writing, is caught in the web of legal proce- 
dure. 

Plans for restoration of the Shawshin Aqueduct 
have been formulated, pending actual receipt of the 
Federal funds awarded in 1975. 

The Commission was pleased to cooperate with the 
Northern Middlesex Area Commission in its prepara- 
tion of a pilot-project regional inventory of historic 
resources. We are told that Billerica Mills (North 
Billerica) and the Middlesex Canal, at least, should 
receive strong emphasis in the final report. 

Certificates of inclusion in the National Register of 
Historic Places were presented, in July, to Mr. and 
Mrs. Sydney Abbott, owners of the Sabbath Day 
House, and to the Commission, representing the 
Billerica Common District. Final preparations are 
being made to submit further applications for 
registration of Billerica Mills (North Billerica), 
expansion of the Billerica Common District, and 
registration of the Manning Manse. 

We note with regret the loss of another two ca. 
1740 farmhouses this year: the William French house, 
on Allen Road, and the Ralph (2) Hill house, formerly 
of Meadow Lane.

Administration of Minimum Habitation 
Standards are being strengthened and Subsurface 
Sanitary Disposal System controls are under 
consideration in such a manner that supervision by 
the local Board will require the services of a Register- 
ed Professional Civil or Sanitary Engineer.

The State Building Code has not been fully imple- 
mented after two years of effort. 

The reason is simply the lack of Manpower and 
Financing. As long as the Town Meeting fails to pro- 
vide the support required by State Statute, it will be 
necessary for me to be selective and to set priorities. 
Stated another way | just must overlook some items. 


Much of the difficulty | have noted in Town has 
been caused by this type of program. Errors or Viola- 
tions once committed are difficult and expensive to 
reverse. Some are never corrected, this is detrimental 
to the Town. The Town continues to loose the fees 
and the Taxes which should be assessed. The 
effectiveness of the Public Safety aspect of my 
responsibilities is diminished. Lastly, the Town 
stands in Violation of State Law. 

Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975 which amends 
Chapter 40A (Zoning) will become mandatory June of 
1978 if not sooner accepted by the Town. The 
changes here which are also the Building Commis- 
sioners responsibility will also increase the work 
load. Our Zoning By-Laws have for some time re- 
quired revision and they will be much affected by 808 
and should be re-written for the protection of the 
Town. This is a critical area and continued neglect 
will result in more confusion. The end results will not 
be in the best interest of the Town. 


The Sign By-Law is in chaos. The uncertainty as to 
the ultimate by-law has created a great many viola- 
tions by local business men, who view the present 
law as too restrictive. The current law also conflicts 
with the State Building Code section on signs. An 
example, the Town By-Law exempts certain signs 
from permits, Building Code requires Permits for all 
structures. State Code has preference. The State also 
requires an annual inspection of all Signs. This is a 
physical impossibility under present funding and 
manpower. 

Court Actions are time Consuming, expensive, and 
less than gratifying in results. The problem is the 
delay permitted by the Court System. Again | state, 
prevention rather than correction is the least 
expensive method. It is appalling to note that some 
Town Meeting Members have been defendents. They 
have been prosecuted no matter how un-politic that 
action may be. 

Permit activity should increase next year according 
to national predictions. More Federal Funds may well 
produce more applications for Low and Moderate In- 
come Housing. 

| have also been the inspection agency for the Bill- 
erica Housing Authority on their subsidized rental 
program. 

Cooperation from and with other Town Depart- 
ments and Boards has been excellent for the most 
part. Frankly, from what | have observed from other 
jurisdictions it is unprecedented. 

Demolition Program is stalled due to the failure to 
receive Federal Funds. So far, all | have seen are Press 
Releases. The Program is ready to go when funds 
arrive. However, some local funding will also be re- 
quired for current needs. | will apply again for 
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Federal Funds and if successful will not use Town 
money. 

The income of the Department should increase 
during the next year as the fee increase voted by the 
last town Meeting shows its effect. 

The Swimming Pool Safety Program met with less 
resistance due in part to a better understanding of the 
dangers inherent in a faulty installation. Although 
one resident in the general area was killed by his 
pool, we have escaped such tradgedy. 

| regret to note that seven more children have been 
found to have lead paint poison in them. What the 
long term effect on their health is | do not know. | 
have identified the problem, | know the answer, the 
rest is up to the Town Meeting. 

Several articles have been submitted to the Town 
Meeting, however, if manpower and funds are not 
made available the articles may have to be with- 
drawn. 

The Plumbing Inspector processed 240 applica- 
tions to tie into the Town Sewerage System, of these 
38 were for new homes, 20 for Business Establish- 
ments, and 4 for Industrial Buildings. 

Sixty-eight cases of faulty gas appliances or in- 
stallations and corrections made. Also twenty-four 
cases of Violations of Massachusetts State Plumbing 
Code. All were corrected with one exception, which 
is being tried at Lowell District Court.

WATER TREATMENT 


Total water consumption showed an 8.4% 
increase for 1976. The total amount of water pumped 
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for 1976 was 1,384,473,000 gallons. The peak month 
was June when we pumped 179,719,000 gallons of 
water. The peak week was from June 20 to June 26 
when we pumped 48,648,000 gallons of water. The 
peak day was June 10, 1976 when we pumped 
7,357,000 gallons of water. 

There were 2 new water services installed by the 
Water Department as well as 133 water services 
installed by developers in the various sub-divisions 
this year. This now gives a total of 9,800 water 
accounts. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 

The Water Maintenance Department removed, 
repaired, replaced, and calibrated water meters, 
repaired old service connections, turned on and off 
for summer residents, repaired 15 broken mains and 
32 service leaks, repaired or replaced 27 hydrants, 
and thawed 62 frozen water services. 


SEWERAGE TREATMENT 


The total raw sewage flow received at the 
Letchworth Avenue Treatment Plant for the year 1976 
was 399 million gallons, an increase of 11% over 
1975. This averaged one million and ninety thousand 
gallons per day. 

Two operators completed an advanced course in 
Wastewater Treatment at the University of Lowell 
and by the time of printing, two other plant 
personnel will have completed a basic course in the 
Wastewater Treatment. 

The Billerica Homes Sewage Treatment Plant 
located on Wyman Road received a yearly total flow 
of 13 million gallons or on the average of 36,000 
gallons per day. That was an increase of 
approximately 23% over the year of 1975.

TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Tree Department removed 248 dead or dying 
shade trees this year. Forty one of these trees were 
elm trees which were inflected with Dutch Elm 
disease, a decline of 13 over last year; however, this 
does not mean there is a decrease in the disease. 

Brush was cut wherever necessary. Oak leaf 
skeletonizer was sprayed from June until September; 
Poison Ivy was also sprayed during the summer 
months. 

Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of 
grass cutting, on playgrounds, squares, Commons, 
and the football field. Also cleaning up of litter from 
the above mentioned areas. The Park Department 
also lined the football field throughout the season for 
Pop Warner. 

This year the Park Department also finished 
seeding and maintaining the field at the Chuck 
Lampson Memorial Football Field for Softball which 
was started the previous year. Land was also cleared 
at the Kennedy School for the building of two tennis 
courts to be completed by the summer of 1977. 


REPORT OF THE WATER COMMITTEE 


During the year work on the Water Treatment Plant 
continued, additions were made in the distribution 
system, and work was started on updating the Water 
Distribution Map. 

Work on the addition to the treatment plant has 
progressed to the point where all of the equipment 
has been installed and is operational, some work on 
the exterior and interior remains to be done and will 
be completed on schedule early next year. 
Dedication ceremonies are planned for the Spring. 

Water Main Extensions we installed at the 
following locations: 

Elm Street 
Esquire Road 
Franklin Street 
Linnell Circle 
Shane Lane 

The extension on Shane Lane is a ten inch diameter 
main and will heip reinforce the eastern section of 
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the town which has a history of low pressure during 
periods of high consumption during the late Spring 
and early Summer. Arrangements have been made 
and work has started on extensions which when com- 
plete will also serve as reinforcing mains. One of 
these is the main on Rangeway Road which will pro- 
vide a 12 inch loop-back to Treble Cove Road along 
Esquire Road and Republic Road and continue a six- 
teen inch diameter main to eventually connect to the 
16 inch main previously installed at the Nashua Road 
end. The other reinforcing extension is the portion of 
Franklin Street which is parallel to Boston Road. 
Arrangements have been made to make this a 12 inch 
main which will be more economical than a similar 
installation along Boston Road. 

The latest edition of the Water Distribution Map 
was completed in 1968. An accurate and complete 
map of the distribution system will be useful to us in 
maintaining the system and is necessary when 
planning future improvements. Also a detail plan of 
each water main_ installation is needed for 
maintenance purposes. Work on a 1 inch equals 500 
feet scale map of the distribution system was started 
and the Engineering Department is preparing 1 inch 
equals 100 foot scale plans of the water main 
installations for use until 1 inch equals 40 foot scale 
plans can be completed. 

This is being accomplished by adding the 
information to assessors plans rather than preparing 
new plans for the purpose. The 100 scale plans will 
include size, type of main and year of installation, 
location of valves and type and year of installation of 
fire hydrants when this information can be obtained. 
This document will be very useful in the maintenance 
program of repairing and replacing gates and 
hydrants, etc. 

The Booster station serving the Foxhill area was 
completed and is now operational. This should 
provide sufficient water to this area at all times 
including periods of extreme usage.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT PROJECTS:

2. Microfilmed Drainage Reports originals and 
placed a copy in the town Clerks vault for safe 
keeping. 

3. Started adding buildings and house numbers to 
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our set of assessors plates and were approx- 
imately 30% complete at the end of the year. 

4. Started adding Water Data to a set of 100 scale 
assessors plates and were approximately 10% 
complete on this project at the end of the year. 

5. Each year since the establishment of the depart- 
ment we have increased our capacity to store 
documents essential to the Town and acquire 
some of the documentation that is not now a 
part of the available public record. This year we 
obtained additional letter and plan files, 
surveying instruments, and a_ blue print 
machine. We obtained a small metal building 
When the Water Treatment Plant addition was 
constructed and plan to place it on concrete 
slab and use it to store tools and _ fields 
equipment. 

6. At present the department is staffed by four 
permanent and two CETA Employees.

REPORT OF 
BOARD OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


During 1976 Contracts 14A and 15 were completed 
and the new works were placed into service. Contract 
14A provided sewers in the vicinity of Boston Road 
from east of Pollard Street to Treble Cove Road. 
Contract 15 provided a new sewage pumping station 
at Darby Avenue. 

In addition, the Board during the year reviewed 
and approved several projects for sewer construc- 
tion by private developers in residential, commercial 
and industrial areas and arranged for the inspection 
and testing of the new sewers. 

During the year 1976 the following number of 

properties were connected to the sewer system: 

240 applications were received to tie into the Town 

sewer system, of these 177 were for old residences; 

37 new dwellings; 3-24 unit apartment buildings; 3 

duplex dwellings; 1 industrial building; 1 nursing 

home (Simmons); 6 restaurants; 2 blocks of stores, 

(16 stores in one and 4 in the other); 1 veternarian 

hospital; and 9 other business establishments. We 

Also accepted sewerage from the No. Billerica 

Company on or about July 1976, Corenco about 

August 1976 and we also received waste from the 

water treatment plant on or about October. This 

waste is on an experimental base to see if the Town 
sewer plant can process this waste and if so it 
would save the Town approximately $400,000 as 
was requested at a previous Town Meeting to pro- 
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cess the waste. 

In October of 1976 the Board received from its 
consultants the final draft of “Report Upon Updating 
of Preliminary Plan of Town-wide Sewerage System.” 
This comprehensive report brings up to date a similar 
study and report done in 1959 and takes into 
consideration the very rapid growth of the Town 
during the intervening years. The updated report 
presents a construction program divided into four 
phases to accomplish the ultimate goal of providing 
sewer service to the entire Town. 

During 1976 Federal and State review of planning 
documents for the remainder of Phase | sewerage 
facilities was completed and said documents were 
approved. Federal and State construction grants 
totalling $7,254.125 have been allocated for this 
project. The Town’s share of cost is estimated to be 
$1,670,603. At year’s end advertising for bids had 
begun, and it is expected that construction of the 
project will begin in late March of 1977. The project 
is broken down as follows: 


Contract 16 — Lateral Sewers (Billerica Ave.- 
Burnham Road area) 


Contract 17 — Shawsheen River Pumping Station 


Contract 18 — Intercepting and Force Main Sewers 
(Vicinity of Shawsheen River) 
Contract 19 — Intercepting and Lateral Sewers 
(vicinity of Shawsheen River) 
Contract 20 — Lateral Sewers (Pinehurst) 


In addition to the pumping station, the project for 
completion of Phase | includes about 20.8 miles of 
gravity sewers and about 2.8 miles of force main 
sewers. 

The Board is looking ahead toward the implemen- 
tation of construction beyond Phase I, as proposed in 
the Town-Wide report, and is considering recom- 
mending Town action toward this end during 1977. 

The Board met bi-monthly during the year to 
conduct its routine business of operating and 
maintaining a rapidly expanding sewerage system. 
The Board also attended many special meetings with 
other Town Boards and Committees on matters 
relating to the sewer system development. 

The Board expresses its appreciation for the 
cooperation and assistance received from other 
Town Boards and Committees during the year.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS — William H. 
Flaherty Jr. 


| submit herewith my annual report as Superinten- 
dent of Schools: 


Economic conditions continued to be poor in our 
country as a whole and particularly in the Northeast 
section. As a result, the climate for any further 
expansion of facilities or programs did not exist. The 
increasing rise of property taxes, the increasing num- 
ber of unemployed, and the ever present inflation 
continued to raise havoc in each town and city in the 
Commonwealth. 

The state government in an attempt to balance its 
budget has reduced reimbursement for local aid to 
education and in doing so, placed additional burdens 
on the local taxpayer. Only combined efforts of 
school officials and state legislators prevented even 
larger cuts in funds. 

The school budget in 1976 reflected these condi- 
tions and was presented at Town Meeting with the 
smallest increase in many years. New equipment was 
eliminated from the budget entirely and only main- 
tenance amounts were carried. New staff was re- 
duced drastically and only positions designed to 
develop local programs for handicapped pupils were 
approved. Each program was required under Chapter 
766 legislation and was approved to eliminate 
out-of-town tuitioned programs costing much more. 

Chapter 766 programs continued to involve a large 
portion of our energy and funds. In a system as large 
as Ours we were constantly presented with requests 
for core evaluations and special education programs.

At the end of this year we had 71 students enrolled 
outside of Billerica in special programs running from 
Emotionally Disturbed to Blind and Deaf. Students 
are attending 24 different institutions at a cost of 
$180,000 in tuitions excluding transportation. The 
costs of the program continue to soar each year. 

We volunteered to an audit by the Department of 
Education in the Special Needs area and were found 
to be in non-compliance in the allocation of space 
for such programs. We continue to use corridors and 
storage areas for many of these programs and it 
seems impossible to resolve until we experience a 
large drop in our enrollment in the future. 

School enrollment figures show a slight decrease 
for the past year. It is obvious that continued econo- 
mic problems have curtailed building and buying of 
homes in Billerica. Shawsheen Vocational and Tech- 
nical School completed its expansion facilities and 
doubled the number of pupils accepted into that 
school in September of 1976. A decrease in enroll- 
ment would be welcomed in order to allow us to 
reduce the large class size we continue to have in 
grades one through eight. Class sizes in grade one of 
thirty-six caused great concern for many parents and 
teachers this past year and assistance was granted to 
help the situation. The School Committee gave much 
time to investigating possible redistricting in order to 
achieve a balance in class sizes in all schools. The 
Committee decided to reduce early grade class size 
at the expense of increased class size in the inter- 
mediate grades. It would appear that our space needs 
are still critical and only a large drop in enrollment 
will reduce class size and provide some areas for 
special programs. 


Kindergarten classes are still housed in buildings 
outside of school property. The School Committee 
undertook leases for a three year period in view of 
the moratorium on school building. It is expected 
that kindergarten classes will someday be housed in 
neighborhood schools but that day is still many years 
away. 

Our individual instruction in reading continues in 
all elementary classes. Designed to identify the skill 
weaknesses in pupils and to concentrate on these on 
an individual basis it continues to create more 
interest in reading. 

New curriculum guides for grades two and three 
were written during the summer and grades four and 
five and an introduction to metrics are scheduled for 
1977. Environmental studies continue to expand with 
week-long field trips in and out-of-state experienced 
at the Kennedy, Pollard, and Vining Schools. 


On the secondary level, the enrollment continues 
to expand. Such class sizes continue to seriously 
hinder the development of the team concept at the 
Middle Schools. Staff and students continue to 
utilize every inch of space to carry out the program. 
The Marshall Middle School was granted accredita- 
tion by the New England Schools and Colleges to join 
the Locke Middle School which received _ its 
accreditation previously. 

Articulation of grade eight and grade nine English 
programs and improvement of mathematics curricu- 
lum in the Middle Schools were carried out during 
the summer. Career based programs continue to 
develop at the high school level. Work study has 
doubled its enrollment with ninety-five per cent of 
the members employed. Cooperative programs with 
Shawsheen and industry continue to expand. 

Minimum graduation credits have been increased 
from 80 to 95 by the year 1980. College board test 
scores continue to rise each year despite a national 
trend to go down. Four seniors were appointed to 
military academies and many of our graduates were 
accepted into some of the most prestigious colleges 
in the country. Our hockey team won the State 
Championship for the second time in a row and our 
band received national recognition at a competition 
held in Atlantic City. 

We continue to receive federal grants for innova- 
tive educational programs. We received $63,000 for a 
program dealing with early childhood and work with 
youngsters aged 0-3. This program is rated high on 
the national priority list and our program could be- 
come a model for the rest of the country. Additional 
programs are functioning in grades K-12 and federal 
grants are constantly sought for programs in all areas. 

Our school buildings required attention during 
1976 and a list of some of the projects is presented:

Memorial: Installed divider partitions for ROTC 
room. 
Removed grease trap in dishwashing room. 
Replaced all the leaking valves on boilers. 
Rebuilt firewall in boiler #2. 
Welded leak in boiler base. 
Erected block wall to replace termite-infest- 
ed wood wall in wood shop. 
Repaired a section of roof. 


Howe: Installed new magnetic starter and bearings 
on induction fan motor. 
Installed new shaft on air fan room, also 
covered fan belts with protector guides. 
Replaced shaft on ceiling heating unit in 
gym. 

Hajjar: Replaced air compressor pump. 
Bonding Co. recovered 3 large areas of roof. 


Marshall: Rebushed bearings, made new door edge 
guide on gym doors. 
Replaced air compressor pump. 
Repaired three steam leaks in trenches. 
Installed a sink in new art room. 


Talbot: Installed new fin radiation on wall of 3 class- 
rooms. 
Bricked in four windows, installed exhaust 
fan for one room. 
Replaced roof shingles where leaks occurred. 
Installed walls, lighting, etc. for room for 
Title |. 


Locke: Repaired pumps, motors on heating system. 
Made a new guidance office and removed 
counter. 


High School Addition: Formed poured concrete pad 
for dust collector for wood shop. 
Installed sink cabinet in drafting room. 
Chopped through brick and block walls to in- 
stall fire door for accessability to storage area 
for gym. 


Parker: Rebuilt falling sections of firewall in Boiler

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Vining: Divided stage and erected room for Title | 
program. 
Repaired all classroom sinks bubblers and 
toilet fixtures. 
Hot topped entrance area. 


Administration: Installed new ceilings and lights. 


Continuously replacing glass, pumps and motors in 
all schools. 


In 1976 we saw a Change en our School Committee 
when Mrs. Suzanne McCarthy resigned due to family 
relocation. Mr Bernard Hoar was appointed to fill her 
unexpired term. Mr. Howard R. Goodrow, Assistant 
Superintendent for Fiscal Affairs, was elected Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Association of School 
Business Officials bringing honor to the Billerica 
Public Schools. 

We suffered the severe loss of Mrs. Mary Moran, 
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Supervisor of Special Needs, when she passed away 
at the end of the year. All her friends and associates 
will miss her very much. 

As we enter the new year it is obvious to all that 
new and better ways of funding school programs in 
Massachusetts must be found. State and local 
agencies must join together to explore and imple- 
ment new sources to allow the local taxpayer some 
relief and at the same time allow educational pro- 
grams to continue to expand. 

In behalf of the School Committee | thank the 
many people and departments in the Town who have 
been of such great help to us during the year.

The highlight of the year in my estimation as Chair- 
man of the Shawsheen School Committee was the 
action by the District Town Meetings to reduce 
Shawsheen’s budget by seventeen per cent or 
$500,000. Members of the District’s Finance Com- 
mittees met with Shawsheen’s School Committee for 
many hours prior to the town meetings for budget 
review. Our Committee had, as in the past, made 
numerous cuts in the Preliminary budget prior to its 
finalization and submittal to the towns. Unfor- 
tunately, the emotional debates which took place on 
the town meeting floors ended with a budget cut 
vote. 

The need foi effective occupational preparation of 
our youth has been clearly defined. Each year Shaw- 
sheen Tech has had to turn away hundreds of stu- 
dents who were desirous of receiving an education 
which would prepare them for profitable employ- 
ment upon graduation. We have doubled the size of 
the school since our opening in 1970 and still the 
applications for enrollment are more than we can 
admit. We have provided occupational education for 
more students by initiating the occupational skills 
afternoon program. Our summer and adult school 
programs are over subscribed. The Area Coordinator 
program provides stimulation and funding for 


satellite courses in occupational education conduct- 
ed in the district’s high schools. Society demands a 
resource of skilled tradesmen and women and we 
have a responsibility to attempt to satisfy that 
demand. 

As more and more students enroll at Shawsheen 
Tech, including summer school programs, the 
financial responsibility of the region’s school systems 
declines. Shawsheen Tech is fully equipped with tea- 
chers and machinery to provide the best occupa- 
tional education the students of the district can 
receive at reasonable cost. Our per pupil cost to the 
taxpayers of the district is considerably lower than 
the per pupil cost of the District’s high schools. 

All | have said leads one to believe that Shawsheen 
Tech is a bargain. Well | can honestly say after nine 
years on the school board that the statement is true. 

When the Shawsheen Tech School Board submits a 
budget, that budget was arrived at after numerous 
hours of regular and subcommittee review meetings. 

The members of the Board are actually elected 
agents of the people who represent all of the people 
all of the time. We will continue to operate this 
facility with an “open book” policy in all our finan- 
cial matters. It would be irresponsible on our part to 
turn the responsibility of Shawsheen Tech’s operation 
over to any other appointed or elected town or state 
person or group.

SUPERINTENDENT — DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


The year 1976 was the first school year that our 
new addition was put into operation. The increase of 
twelve new programs will make it possible to bring 
the total student enrollment to a maximum of 1,600 
which will be reached in approximately two years. 
The importance of vocational education has been 
recognized by the residents of the five towns and has 
been reflected in the enrollment applications which 
this September totaled close to 800, although there 
was only space for 380 new ninth graders this year. 
We are aware that one of the frequent criticisms of 
public schools is the failure to fully utilize school 
facilities. Our school has made every effort to make 
use of the facilities as much as possible. We have 
done this by the following: 

a. The addition of the Occupational Skill Pro- 
gram which permits 314 additional students to 
take their academic subjects in the local 
school and come to Shawsheen to participate 
in ashop program from 2:30-5P.M. each day. 
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b. Adult Education Program involving some 
1,400 persons. These programs operate 
Monday through Thursday evenings from 7 - 
10 P.M. 

c. The Extended Skill School Year in the form of a 
summer program making it possible for some 
860 students to acquire skill training and use 
the school facilities for a six week period 
during July and August. 





d. Senior Skill Program whereby arrangements 
have been made for some twenty-three seniors 
in the local school who are not going on to 
college, to take -full shop programs and 
acquire a saleable skill. It is found that this 
program has increased in popularity and 
preliminary registration indicates that next 
spring the number of students in this program 
will double. 

e. Career Awareness Program is a_ special 
program that has been worked out with the 
guidance counselors of the five towns to help 
students who are potential dropouts or over 
age to gain some experience in shop work at 
Shawsheen Tech with the possibility that they 
can be absorbed into the afternoon program. 


The Administration and the School Committee are 
constantly on the alert for any other training 
programs in order to make available vocational 
education to the residents of the five towns.

Although we are primarily known for our 
vocational programs, we feel it should be understood 
that we do have a full academic curriculum. By state 
law, 50% of the school time is devoted to skill 
training and the other 50% to academic and shop 
related subjects. The present operation § gives 
students a full week of shop followed by a full week 
of academic subjects. The school day consists of 
eight periods which are all assigned leaving no study 
periods per week. The material covered includes 
English, Social Studies, General Science, Physical 
Science, Physics, General Math, Algebra, Geometry, 
Business Math, U.S. History, Health & Physical 
Education, Music Appreciation, Related Technology. 
In the senior year the following electives are made 
available: Biology, Chemistry, Geology, Home Ec, 
Math Review, Comparative Religions, Minorities, 
Psychology, Sociology. 

Every effort is made to have the Shawsheen Tech 
academic program on the same level as that offered 
at the local schools. This makes it possible for a 
student to transfer from the local school to 
Shawsheen Tech and be able to carry on the 
academic requirements.

Cost of Operation 


Shawsheen Tech is categorized as a state aided 
vocational school and as such is entitled to special 
reimbursements under Chapter 74 which are not 
available to the regular school systems. These funds 
including 50% of the net operating cost for running a 
school, 100% of transportation costs, Chapter 492 
funds made available only to regional schools in 
addition to monies received as a result of being in an 
impacted area, special education, innovative pro- 
grams, etc. Although there was an increase in enroll- 
ment of some 200 students, and considering the in- 
crease in salaries to school personnel and increase in 
materials, this school year, it was found that because 
of this additional state reimbursement the increased 
cost of operating the school was negligible. 


Negotiations 


This year saw negotiations entered into with four 
groups in the school including teachers, custodians, 
clerical and administration. Contract agreements 
were reached with all groups for a two year period 
ending June 30, 1977. 


Chapter 622 and Title IX 


The state law, Chapter 622 and federal law, Title 
IX, are concerned with providing equal education 
opportunities for all regardless of sex or color. Here 
at Shawsheen Tech we have made special efforts to 
encourage girls to go into various programs that pre- 
viously have been considered for males. At this time, 
girls are enrolled in the foilowing programs: Culinary 
Arts, Chem Lab Technicians, Drafting, Photography, 
Data Processing, Electronics, as well as Business 
Technology and Cosmetology. This equalization 
made it possible for a male student to be enrolled in 
the cosmetology program. 


Breakfast Program 


The Breakfast Program was reviewed by a repre- 
sentative of the State Board of Education, Depart- 
ment of Nutrition and from HEW in Washington. It 
was commented that our program was outstanding 
and may be used as a model for their schools. 





Student Activities 


House Building Project—the 1975-76 annual pro- 
ject for students in the carpentry department was 
concerned with the building of a house in Billerica. 
This project makes it possible for students in car- 
pentry, masonry, electrical, plumbing and metal 
fabrication to acquire practical skills working 
together to build a house. The Billerica house was 
completed in the spring of 1976. Channel 4 TV visited 
the site and had a special program concerning this 
project. The 1976-77 project started in September in 
the form of a unique colonial. This is being built on 
Boutwell Street, Wilmington. By the end of Sept- 
ember the frame was completed and the building 
closed, making it possible for students to complete 
the interior during the winter months. 

Championship teams resulted from the hockey 
team which won the Commonwealth Conference, the 
Cross Country Team was number one in_ the 
Commonwealth Athletic League and the Soccer 
Team qualified for the State Tournament. 

Culinary Arts students placed first in the Annual 
Restaurant and Hotel Show which was held at the 
Hynes Memorial Auditorium in Boston. 

Annual Open House this year was held in May. 
Special features were swimming and _ lifesaving 
demonstration in the pool, regional art festival in the 
gym, concern by the new Shawsheen Band in the 
cafeteria and a fashion show in the mall area. 

Students participated in the apple festival sponsor- 
ed by the Massachusetts Department of Agriculture 
at the Burlington Mall. A booth was constructed by 
the carpentry department. Culinary students were in- 
volved in the baking and sale of apple pies. 
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Public Relations 


Board of Selectmen of the five towns were in- 
formed that students of our photography department 
would be available where possible to take pictures of 
the various town departments for inclusion in the 
town report. Representatives of the public works 
departments of the five towns met at Shawsheen and 
were taken on a tour of the school shops. They were 
advised that Shawsheen would cooperate by making 
repairs to town equipment whenever possible. This 
would be a cost savings to the towns and provide 
valuable training for our students. 

Shawsheen Tech hosted a meeting of the State 
Advisory Council of Occupational Education. This 
group has the responsibility to advise the Associate 
Commissioner of Occupational Education on various 
matters pertaining to skill training in this state. There 
were many favorable comments as a result of this 
meeting. 

Summer School Program was filmed for Channel 7 
and shown on the six o’clock news broadcast. 


Instructional Aide Program 


Arrangements have been made for upper class stu- 
dents from Shawsheen to serve as aides in the various 
shops and labs in the five towns. It has been found 
that this assistance has a very positive influence in 
helping the operation of the industrial arts programs. 
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Area Coordinator Operation 


Our school received a grant of $61,997, the pur- 
pose of which was to develop programs concerned 
with career education including skill training. This 
project was completed by the end of December with 
all five towns participating. Included in this opera- 
tion were revision of curriculum to reflect career 
education, series of ten “Job Talks” for use by the 
Guidance Departments of the five towns and assist- 
ing seniors in securing jobs, installation of a Guid- 
ance Information System using the Shawsheen Tech 
computer with terminals in the five high schools 
making it possible to obtain up-to-date information 
on two and four year colleges as well as opportunities 
in various occupations, Mobile Learning Lab for use 
at Junior High Schools disseminating information on 
career education. It is expected that a follow up of 
this project will be made in order to determine the 
effectiveness of these changes. 


Conclusion 


Shawsheen Tech, we feel, is an important part of 
the educational process of the District. We are 
constantly on the alert to develop new training pro- 
grams and adjust to new and industrial technology in 
order to make our school a very positive asset in all 
five towns.
